Claims 2, 
6-9 and 11 have been amended. Claims 1-13 are pending in the application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-13 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or in combination to teach the claim combination as recited. The prior art fails 
to disclose in part of combination such require "...said stage being air-cushioned and 
provided with a plurality of air nozzeles..." according to citations in combination of 
claims 1 and 6.
